T alent, nor be fi-lover ; but. every Chriſtian eſpecially,is to 
diſpenſe Whatſorver meaſure of gift he hathr eceived, to the good of 
others ; ſo on the other fide ,'whas great need there 1s flill ( as was 
ſaid) both of information and reſolution in the afer eſaid matters, 
(notWithRanding all the floods of backs new a dayes,concerning 6 
other ſubjefts, 

eAnd although Mr. Chidley ( my yoak-fellow in the firſt, and 

beth for himſelf and me in the laft,) was ſomewhat averſe to the 
publiſhing of the buſineſs , yet ſince we are of one mind in the 
particulars thereof the reſt of ns have thus brought buthConferences 
co publick 6b/ervation,chiefly concerning the high-places, for though 

We have often heard,that howbeirRome was not built in one day, 
(as the proverb 1s) yet a greater number efRomiſh bouſes, ſuch as 
the Monaſteries, Abbies and Nunries both in Scotland and Eng- 

land, were demoliſhed in one day formerly , then there have been 

Creſſes pulled down, either on Steeples or Streetes, in a hundred of

Church, concerning ſome d:fterences between them 
and divers Separatifts coming to his houſe in Fryday-ftreet for 
that purpoſe, upon the 17. day of the 4. moneth, 1645- being 
the 5. day of the week, after Church: exerciſe, and onely three 
of them having occaſion to ſpeak, viz, Mr. Brown, Mr.. Duppa, 
and Mr. Chidley ; and the ſaid Mr. Brown,immediatly after che 
Conference, writing the ſum of what he and the ſaid Mr, Burrox 
ſpake, which co this time he bath kept ſecret, and ic might be 
he would have done ſtill, were it not that by. the intreaty of 
certain friends, and-to give them and others ſome ſatisfaRtion, 

concerning the high places of England, ;lately debated. agai 
between the ſaid Mr. Chidley and Mr. Job GooaWin , he ba 

now divalged the ſame eo publick view : together wich thar 
other Conference of late, which was occaſioned by a Member 
of our Congregation, whoſe wife was a Member of Mr Gooawins

profeſſed ro be in word, and Mr. ZBzrton aniwering atfirma- 
tively : it was in'the next plite demanded, how then dig his 
praQiſe and theirs ſo much: differ , - both their profeſſions and 
Covenants ſeeming ro be alike, and therefore deſicing co have 
his practice compared with his Covenanc or profeſſion, or any 
ofchem, wich theirs of the Separation, which he abſolutely re- 
fuſed , ſaying, he and his Church were a free and /ndependant 
body or Corporation, and rherefore not bound to make ae- 
count to any other Church or people in the world, although 
never ſo famous, and one of hiselders added, that the very C a- 
valiers or Malignants themſelves, gave them the Title of Sepa- 
YAatlijfs. 

Bar it. being objeted to Mr. Bxrtoz , that he was bound 
both by preceprt and example of the immediat Apoſtles,to give 


a reaſon of his faith, ſtop the mouthes of gain-ſayers, yea and - 


approve himſelfro thoſe that are without , far more rogghoſe 
that are within, even co be indeed as he profeſſeth _— and 
the rather,in thac he is a teacher and guide to others; a# the 
firſt Church of the Gentiles at Antiochia, rhought it rather an 
honqur then any diſparagemem, to aske reſohution of ſome 
doubcs at the Church of the ewes, who were before them in 
the faith and order of the Goſpel at Fer»/alem,, though ſome 
of the Apoſttes were preſent-at both; andthe rather, we hope 
you wil do, faid Mr, Brown, becauſe we come to you in love, e- 
Kodoing more of you then hundreds of your breeding, (I mean 
at the Univerſities ) in regard both of your ſufferings and wri- 
tings,far beyond whar they have either acted or ſuffered, eſpe-= 
cially for thar pablick Sermon,” you made inthe Piffary-Puſpic 
at Weſtminſter, three houres lung, even refiſting unto blood a- 
S4inſt the evill of the times, unto which I was a wicnefſe, and 
ts a morive of my coming to you at this time, He anſwered chat 
his profeſſion and praiſe were agreeable, and that he and his 
people enrered,accordingeo the rules preſcribed in'the Goſpel

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' To the which or the like words , one: of his. Elders added, 
that oh» Baprift ſent two of his Diſciples to ask our Saviour, 
whether he was the Adefias, or if they ſhould look ſor ano. 
ther, and our Saviour not anfwering them directly, bids them, - 
tell cheir Maſter. what they heard and faw, 'yea, and reckoneth, 
up divers excellent pacticulars,which be-onely exprefied,with- 
out either inference or application; ſo his meaning (to our ap- 
prehenſion) was, that if we were not pleaſed with what they 
profelled or pradtiſed , concerning the worſhip of God , we 
might rather come axd fee, and beare and'obſerve, theit works 
of converſion, and manner of converſation, then to reaſon the 
matter; but we deſiring fuſt ro conferre ſome few times, to ſee 
if wecould poſſibly agree inthe truth, perceiving their un- 
willingneſs, by ſome harſh ſpeeches and carriages, did appre- 
hend it would be to fmall purpoſe, 

Upon the hearing of theſe or words to that purpoſe, 
Mr. Burton ſaid, that he had renourced his Miniſtry and Or- 
ders which he had of the Church of England, and that he wit- 
nefſed by his ſuffering, againſt the Miniſtry,conſtitution , wor- 
ſhip, Government , and high-places of that national Church, 
and that there was'no holineſs in thoſe places. * 

And upen his juſtifying himſelf and his people in all things, 
by our Saviours praftiſe and his Apoſtles , it was demanced by 
Mr. Brown; what meaneth then the blearing of choſe ſheep, and 
the lowing of them Oxen daily in our eares- if you. do , ang 0- 
bey all things ſo well (as both Saw! & the Angell of Laogjees, 
& many others ſpake of themſelves) what meaneth.chen( I fay 
both your preaching, and all your Members hearingin thi 
Pariſh-Aflemblies; is it not a halting between two opinions, 
and that ye ſhew your ſelves,neither co. be hot nor could.inſo 
doing? - OR Sg 

He anſwered that our Saviour and his Apoliles, reſorted to 
the Synagogues of the Jewes, and why might not they go 
25 wel to the Pariſh- Aſſemblies ? DS 

But faith Mr. Brow , you muſt neither compare the Jewiſh 
Church with-the Eng/ifs; nor yet the Synagogues of the one, 
with'the bigh places of the ther ; but rather che Digh orhe

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of England, with thoſe in ?4de%, inthat they bave both-an un- 
lawful dedication and foundation; ſv it appeareth by your, 
practiſe, whatſoever by your words you'profeſs, that you are, 
ſill in Babel, abſolving the wicked (ſparing as it were the fat). 
by.your preſence, and condemning the juſt in £2», (whom ye 
eltzem to be lean ) by your abſence , though ye know obek- 
ence to be betrer then ſacrifice. - 

He and another of his Elders anſwered , that neither did he 
preach , nor they hear inevery common Pariſh-Church, bat 
ſuch as they chaſed above others,neicher did they hear in thoſe 
high-places,as men were in diſcharge of their Miniſterial fan- 
Aion, bur onely in the exerciſe of their gifts, and not/ſo-much 
for edification, as that they might ger ſome matter of accu- 
fation againſt chem by hearing them , and thereof make ſome 
proficable uſe, when they ſaw a convenient occaſion. | 

Then it was demanded, how he and other Independents could 
juſtifie their unequal yoking, with thoſe in the Pariſh-Aﬀem- 
blies, whom they judge to be onely of the world, and not of 
the Church, as themſelves profeſs to be; and though they par- 
take in the word&prayer with them, inthe publick high places, 
yet they are not ſo thankful,as co admic thoſe of theAﬀemblies 
£0. partake wich them ac cheir privat adminiſtring the ſeales,as if 
that privart ſeparation at that time, or in that place, would al- 
ter the national Charch conſtitution of them and all the root 
eogerher in one. 

' "Whereas, , they ſhould have no ſpiritual fellowſhip at 
all, with the unfruicful works -of darkneſs, but ra- 
ther reprove them, and witneſs againſt chem, as both 74do the 
Prophet did at Bethel, and as che Fewes were commanded of 
God, not to go to' Bethaven, Beerſrrba, Bethel, nor Gilgal, yea 
and we find it recorded, as a But or Exception, even againſt 
ſome of the Kings of Fudah, for nor aboliſhing choſe high pla- 
ces; whereby not onely evil it ſelf; but all the appearances and 
occaſions ofevil might be removed; 'fo that whatſoever place 
hath an fdolatrous inſticurion or dedication ,; cannot by any 


-meanes . be purged / bur in/altermp the form thereef, by 


utter demolicion, and ſcarce applying the ſame to a civil, uſe,ar 
£o bea common habitation. | To

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To which was anfwered, that choſe places might till be well 
uſed by Gods people, though they have been abuſed by Hea- 
thens and Papilts. | 
 Whereupon occaſion was taken by Mr. Brown, (ſeeing them 
fo unwilling co confeſs the truth /) to clear thoſe rwo points, 
both of a Cburch»ſtare; and place, of meeting , expeRting a ſa= 
Wy $6" of ther, at leaſt for the hearers ſake. 

He afhrmed, that in regard the Temple of Zeru/alenms,was 
built according to Gods own direftion, and theretore a ho) 
work, alwayes capable to be purged, and reduced to the fi 
principle of integrity,if ever it ſhould be abuſed by Idolatry ; 
as it was polluted, purged, and reduced divers times, according 
as the Magiſtrates and people following their example, were 
diſpoſed co good or evil, as upon divine record, in the books 
of the Kings and Chrenicles doth appear. 

So rhe Churches conſticuted by the immediat Apoſtles , ac- 
cording to Chrifts inſtitution , conſiſting all of faithful people, 
according to viſibility , ( referring ſecret things to God)) and 
therefore, all proceeding from a true and holy original, when- 
ſoever they ſhould be corrupted either by ſinful matter , or 
corrupt pradiſes, asin Corinth by that inceſtuous perſon, or in 
Galatia by that falſe Dodrine , they were ſtill purgeable, and 
were indeed purged - for otherwiſe a litcle Jeaven,wonld have 
ſowred che whole lump. | 

And according both to the Temple and Churches purifying, 

"Adam che firſt man, being created holy and unblameable, if he 
ſhould fall, {as he did indeed ) co fin and Apoltacie, he was(by 
meanes of his _ holineſs by creation) reſtored by the ſe- 
cond Adam Chriſt, ro his former integrity.

Pon the 22. of Auguft, 1648, the meeting was appointed 
to bz. unto which divers perſons tame,at which Mr. Chidley 
wou!d have inſiſted upon the matter and forme, &c. 

And firſt upon the matter, but Mr. Goodwin would not debate 
thar, nor other things there deſired co be handled , bur ſaid, he 
would g0 a readier way to work, and make an end ofthe buſi- 
neſſe without that ; for ſaith he, ſuppoſe it be granted , that all 
our matter be ſo corrupt, as you preſappoſe it is, yet it is Jaw- 
full for your Members to communicate with ours ; for ſaith he, 
it is lawfull for a man to communicate with one whom he 
doubts whether he be a Believer or not, but this was denied 
by Mr. Chialey, from two confiderations. 

Firſt, That whatſoever is doubtfull is not to be praftiſed, 
choughit be a thing indifferent,becas/e 3? 55 not of faith and there> 
fore a ſin, becauſe whatſoever ts not of faith is fon, 

Secondly, much more is he to forbeare that which is con- 
trary t0 the Word of God, as to communicate with one of whom 
we have not good teſtimony of his life and converſation, and 
that the work of grace is wrought upon him, that he is effeau- 
ally called, and ſeparated from Idolatry , and cleaveth unto the 
Way of Chrift in purity. Now faid he, we know you not, yee are

| Weare not cometo accuſe , but to hear your manifeſtation 
for our ſatisfa&ion , that yee are fit matter for the Charch of 
Chrift, and we hope we ſhall not break Communien for eve 
circumſtance of difference amongſt us , if it do not make agai 
the abſolute being of a Saixr. : 

Then Mr. Good: ſaid , I grant that a man 1s not to practiſe 
a thing if he be doubtfull of it, bur howſoever,he that is doubt- 
Full is togive good reaſon of his doubt. 

Then the Gentleman that doubted, was ealled upon to give 
his Reaſons, why he could not communicate with his wife, who 
£0l1d them that the Lord had ſhewed him the evill of the 
Church of England, and that he was joyned to a ſeparated 
Congregation, and thought that he ſhould not be fit matter 
For the Churebto communicate with, if he ſhould hold Com- 
munion with the Members of Mr. Geodwins Church , becau(e 
Mr. GeodWins Peoples praftice was to preach and beare in the 
Parriſe 
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Parrift- Charches of England,and to werfrrpin the Tdolls Temples, 
and to Baptize the C hilaren of unbelievers, and ſuch like. 

Then after ſome further diſcourſe , they ſhewed themſelves 
| to be willing to debate the buſine!'e concerning the high places; 
whereupon the queſtion was ſtated. 
Whether it Were lawfull to worſhip in the Tdells Temples? The ,,, John 
| ſum of the Conference briefly followeth. The Apoſtle to Time- Goo om, 
thy, (Tim.2.8.) ſaith, 1 will therefore that men pray every where, 
lifting up holy hands, without wrath and dowbting. And thereupon 
Mr. Goodwin argued , that Gods word had made no reſtriction, 
and therefore that we are not to reſtraine it, and that therefore 
this word: (every where) in this place is to be taken for all man- 
ner of places without exception. | 

To which Mr. Chidley anſwered , that God himſelf had made 
reſtritions , ſhewing that we are not to worſhip him in Idolls 
Temples, for he hath commanded them to bequite pxl!*d down, 
Numb. 33.52. and that command is not taken away, but re- 
maineth in full force to this day ; This word every in this place 
is to be reſtrained, as in other places, where its ſaid, Children 9- 
bey your Parents in all things, Col. 3.20. Servants obey your Ada- 
feers in all things; and every Creature of God #s good, and all things 
are laW#full : In all which we are to know, how farre ſuch ies, 
are reſtrained, and how farre not; it extendeth, and is to be re- 
ſtrained to /awfallrhings, 2nd lo this place where he faith, pray 
every where, that is , in every place which # not prohibited by Gods 
| Law, bur its prohibited by Gods Law for the Saints co worſhip

Mr. Chidley anſwered again , we uphold not the diſtinion 
of places, bur its you by your worſhipping, and pleading for thoſe 
places that are reſtrained by men. 

Saich Mr. GoodWiy, even now you would maintain diſtintion 
of places, and nowyou\ay, you uphold no diſtinRion of places. 
Mr. Chidley faid, its tru in a ſenſe, we uphold them not at all; 
but when they have ſet up Idolls Temples,we do hold that thoſe 
places are made diabolicall by them , becauſe wicked men bave 
dedicated them to their /dols : no more doth God himſelf in 
the firſt place make ſuch diſtin&ions of places as they make, but 
when once they have put a diabolicall Pa upon the 
ſame, God declares then that they are wxc/eane, and calleth them 
fn, and commandeth them to be pled down, and fo wediſtin- 
]Suiſh not in the firſt place , but they make the places to be di- 
{tin& 4:abo/ically by their dedrcatien of thoſe places to 1dels, and 
ſo the diſtin&ion is rheirs, not ours. God himſelf made all things 
good at the fi-ſt, and made no Devill, but made Angels, and they 
made themſelves Dewsls, ſo he made all 47 ASARS and made 10 
Temple of 1dells, or Temple of Devills, ſo concerning men he pro- 
feſleth, that he defireth not the death of a fixuer , and Why Will ye 
die O Howſe of Iſrael? to ſhew them that their damnation is of 
themſelves, and yet elſewhere be ſheweth in reſpe& of the evil! 
of puniſhment, there is no evill in the City but he doth it; but they 
bring it upon themſelves in thefirſt place. Therefore when they 


| have made 1aels, or 1dels Temples, God owneth them nor, but 


in his juſt ju{gement pxm1berh them, and commands them to be 
demoliſhed ; and we would have them to be deſtroyed, accor- 
ding to Gods Commands,and the example of K ingfofrah, 2 Chron, 
34.and other holy mes ofGo4,and therefore we are farre from up- 
holding them : yet hold them the Temples of Dewslls, till they 
ate pulled down, Its impoſſible ſaid Mr, Goodwin, to prove that 
all the Temples in the Land are dedicated to 1dolls.; but what if 

they were,is it unlawfull to worſhip in them therefore?

6. In ohs the 4. its clear that 7eſx Chriſt ſpeaking to the 
woman of Sawaria, ſheweth that «/! places are now alike, and as 
there is no place unto which the wor/2ip'of God is bound, ſo 
there is no place, though an 74el/s Temple , but that men may 
lawfully worſhip and ſerve God in ; for when the woman 
queſtioned, ſaying v. 20. Our Fathers worſhipped in this oun- 
rain, and ye ſay that in feruſalem is the place where men ought to 
worſhip. 21. Jeſus ſaid wnto the woman, believe me the houre com- 
eth, when ye ſhall neither in this Mountain , ner yet at Jeruſalem 
Worſhip the Father. Asif he ſhould ſay,the houre is coming,that 
all places ſhall be left free for to worſhip in, both rhis mountain, 
and «/l others, not one place above another, but all. alike, no 
place more he/y, no place more #»holy, though in the Mountain 
of Samaria, Where was an Idells Temple , and (© takes away the 
diſtinion of plaves, which was under the Law, And the reaſon 
why the Idells Temples were prohibited wnder the Law, Was becauſe 
God had branded them then.

he ſaith ro the Corinthians, 1 Cor, 10. 20. That the things which 
the Gentiles ſacrifice , they ſacrifice ro Devills, and not to God, 
and 7 world net that they ſhould have fellowſhip with Devitls ; The 
Scripture calleth J7ds/4s by the name of Dewsls, ſo the two 
calves which fereboam ſet up at- Dan and Bethel were called 
Dewills, for in ſetting up and worſhipping 7dells, men ſet up and 
worſhip Devil/s:therefore the 7 emples of 1dells are the Temples 
of Dewvills, (and not the Temples of Goa) no more are theie. 
And whereas it is ſaid ſome are dedicated to Chriſt, what is - 
their Chriſt * their Chrift is not he that ftanderth at the right 
hand of God, but it is a peece of bread , which they fall down and 
»erſhip, Calling it their God , and eat it when they have done, 
O riaiculows horrible impiety, worſe then Jerobeams ! and they do 
not ſay, 5s a figure of the bedy of Chriſt , and the Wine a figure of 
the blood of Chriſt, but (ſay they) it is really the Body and Blood 
of Ch:ift,and to this Chrift do they dedicate their Temples which 
th ey call Chrifts Church, | 
And to their Trinity is not the eternall Ged,, the Father , Son, 
and Hely Spirit , but their Trinity -which they Wor/orp is the 
picture ( paintea pou a wall) of an old man (ſitting) in (that 
which they pifture ) for heavey, and there is the PiHwre 0t what 
they call the Son : and the Holy Gheft , they have alſo (p.inred 
out) inthe /tkeneſſe of a Dove ; this ts they Trinry which they 
fall down and Worſhip,and dedicate then Temples unto And 2Gmit 
that moſt of them were dedicaftd to Saints and eHvgels, it is to 
be conſidered-, -whether it be not Jae/arry tO dedicate any places 
eo 
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to Saints of Angels ; but what are your Saints or Angels which 
they dedicate their Temples unto new [mages which they make 
of them, that are no more like unto them, then my. Pifter is 
like Mr. Goodwin, and they fall down before theſe Images , ſay- 
ing, St, Peter ſave me, St. Paul ſave me, &c. Thele their in- 
Pieties far exceed the Abominations of the Heatbens, ard ſo are 
their Idols Temples abeminable places, and ought not to be wor - 
foipped in, of the Saints, Belides divers Temples in England are 
builded and dedicated to the Heathen Gods , as well as theſe are 
to the Chriſtian or rather Antichriſtian Gods, ' 

Then Mr. GoodWin began to commend what he had read of 
the Papifts works, concerning the nature and eſſence of God, ſay- 
ing, We ſhould not belie the Dewi: 
Mr, Chidley anſwered, do you: think that Fereboam and 7eſwus 
was not acquainted with ſuch things > but the Ppifs impiety 
far exceederh his, he made Calves in imitation of thoſe at feru- 
ſalem, Theſe make a breaden God, and eat it when they have 
done, beſides their other Abominations, by which they provoke the 
Lord to anger. | : 
} Therefore friends, I deſire as you tender the ſalvation of your Agr, Chidley 
ſoules , to labour tO know that miquity is in a myſtery , and tO ypplyiag his 
diſcover the ſame; and alſo learn to know the myſtery of goadlineſs, Speech to the 
and how it differs from the myſtery of iniquity , though in ſome Pegp/e pre- 
ſort the myfery of iniquity reſembleth it , which maketh it_the /z,;, G 
harder co be diſcerned,which cauſeth ſo many ſowles to be blind- 
ed to their condemnation; for God is not their God, but theſe 
are, theſe are their Gods , let them pretend what ever they will, 
they Worſhip theſe Images.

Now Chrift by this ſpeech doth nor allow them 
co worſhip in 1dels Temples. though in a ſence, all places are free 
to do it,all places of Gods Creation; but places of mens limitation, 
ereftson, and dedication to Iasls, ought to be pniled down ; and 
this by way of application , may appeare inthe 22. and 23. ver- 
ſes of the ſame Chapter, where Chriſt dealeth plainly with her 
ſaying,7e worſhip ye know not What, we knoW what We Worſhip , for 
ſalvation is of the Jewes: but the hoxre cometh and now s,11hen the 
True worſhippers ſhall wor ſhip the Father in ſpirit and in truth ; for 
the Father [ecketh ſuch. to worſhip him: As if he ſhould ſay, think 
not thatthough the rime be, that the trae worſhippers ſpall not be 
{imitted ts wor ſhip in a place, that therefore this is any juſtificati- 
on of you Samaritans, who worſhip in 1dels Temples , and Wer- 
Ship Idols. Te Wor ſip you knoW not What : we knoWy (faith he) What 
we worſ4;»,and alleageth this reaſon, for ſalvation 4 of the Jewes; 
_ intimatirg, that ſa/vation was not ofthe Samaritans, Who Wor- 
Pripped Idols, and 1n Idols Temples ; 10 thatit they would have 
ſalvatiow, they muſt turn from ſuch varities : Therefore he 
would have them to worſhip the Father in [pirit and truth. Now 
the /pirir and rr«th are diſtin , though all one in puricy, The 
ſpiris is the ſpirit of God, and the rruthis the word of Ged, as it is 
written, Thy word is trath , now the Word of truth doth ſpeak a- 
Sainſt 1de/s Temples, and therefore , we are not co worſhip God 
in Ldols Temples, but in ſpirit and truth: The ſpirit of Ged is _ 
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ſpirit, but 1dels and 1dols Temples, are wncleax and diabolicall and 
contrary to the nature of the ſpirir, the Father ſerketh ſuch to 
worſhip him, that worſhip him in ſpirit and truth : and therefore if 
ou would be found of him, worſhip not in 7dels Temples, but 
in ſpirit and truth. And by all this Scriprare,here is not the leaſt 
colour for ; but rather againſt 1do/s Temples. Chrift never ſhed 
his blood to uphold and purge Idols Temples, from their diabelicalt 
wncleanneſſe, which wncleanneſs proceeded not from any inftirution 
of God, bur from the Devill. | 

And whereas it is ſaid, that the reaſon why 74ols Temples 
were prohibited under the Law, was berauſe God bad branded 
them then. ? 

Mr. Chidley anſwered, That they made them 7dols Temples, 
God branded them, and to this day , that 4rardis not taken off 
them, but remaineth ſtill upon them : The blood of Chrift hath 
not cleanſed them, the brand is ſti!l upon them, as well as upon 
the Idols themſelver to this day : Therefore as the Saints are to 
keep themſelves from Idols, ſo are they to keep themſelves from 
wa in 1dols Temples, becauſe the brandis upon them. 

Neither do we ſay that a place is an 1ds/s Temple, becauſe 1ds- 
latry is committed there, as if a Fap;f ſhould crofſe himſelf, and 
fall down and worſhip in his [dolatrous manner, in this or in an- 
other mans howſe , this doth notmake it an /ds/s Temple; bur 
if he bxi/d and dedicate, and conſecrate a place of his on proper 
goods, to an 1dele : this is now an 1delatrons place, and God in 
the time of the Law commanded 7/rael to pluck down all the 7- 
del atone high places, but not all the houſes, therefore the hou- 
ſes may ſtand, when the high places are quite pluckt down. 

Then Mr. Goodwin returned to his former ſence, of that place 
in the 4. of Zeb», but it was denied that Fe/* Chriſt, doth inthe 
leaſt allow or conntenance the woman of Sawaria , or any Sa- 
waritan Or any 1delater elſe, or any man whatever, to worfhip 
in [dels Temples, Then Mr. Goodwin to back it, returned to the 
firſt Scripture in 175.2. 10.concerning the word (every where ) 
but it was told him, that that was reſtrained by God himſelf and 
that by every where is meant , all places of Gods Creation, but 
not of Mars limitation and dedication 10 an /dol , and therefore 
not the Temple of Samaria, as he alleaged, from John 4, which

Then ſaid Mr. GooaWin, it is veryclear from Tohn 4. Chriſts 
ſpeech to the werzan of Samaria, that he came to looſe the 
ban ds wherewith men were'bound,. (© come toworſkip atthe 
Temple of Jeraſalem, and infſaying, neither at-this Afonntaix, 
nor yet at 7cr»{alew, he doth nor jultifie the worſhipinthe.one 
place more then the other. 

And if by /pirit you meane the dire(ons of the ſpirit, its true; 
and ty the /pirit may be meant theſpririt of a man, 2s Pal aith, 
whom I ſerve in my ſprit. 

To which Mr, Chialey anſwered , That Chrift came-to logſe 
the bands which tyed men to the Tewple of 7ernſalem,is true;but 
_ it followeth not therefore , that he hath left us free to worſhip 
in Idols Temples: he juſtified the worſhip/iin his own T emple;buit

are meerly common; this Divinity 1 learned of the ApeftlePard, 
who was net inferiour to the chiefeft Apoftles, who when he ſpeak- 
eth to the Corinthians, calleth the bread and wize in the Lords 
Supper, the T able and ("up of the Lord, Which none Were to eat and 
drink but holy _ That meat and drink which was in the 7- 
dols Temples, he calleth it the T able and C»p of Devills,and there 
is that which is meerely »4rwrall and compen , which words of 
mine 
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mine they took into confideration, and I thinkMr, #&ravphs had 
more fight in it, then any of them all ; and ſo likewiſe, I deſire 
you, to take theſe things into conſideration. And whereas 
xt is objeced, that rigs + there #4 no place holy now, that there- 
fore there is »o place wnholy. Sir, it will not follow, that becauſe 
there is no material place, which is the Temple of the Lord, as the 
T emople of Fernſalem in former time, that therefore there is no 
Ildels Temple, or T emple of Devills; for then by that account, 
becauſe there is no fle/b of Beafts now to be offered , according 
to the ſaying, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt not, there- 
fore the fleſh in the dels Temple is not uncleane; but the Apoſtle 
calleth it The T able of Devils, as really as he calleth the holy 
bread and wine, the T able and Cup of the Lord; Therefore as $4- 
crifices of Beaſts, are not noW holy, yet the meat ſacrificed to 1dels, 
is the T able of Devills; ſo though there i no Temple hely now, yer 
the Temples dedicated to Idels,are the Temples of Idols theT emples 
of Deville. 

I do believe Sir, that there is nothing nnclean of it ſelf, nor holy 
of it ſelf, but 5»tirtion whether divine or diabelicall, maketh the 
ſame otherwiſe then it was before , though it 5s in a manner com.
